The new Chief Executive, dis­ 
playing election campaign vigor, 
crisscrossed the nation’s capital 
attending a series of inaugural 
balls until long past midnight. 


Then he motored at 2 a.m. to 
j the Georgetown home of his good 
friend, columnist Joseph Alsop, 
for a relaxed get-together with 
old acquaintances. 
It was 3:30 
a m. 
when he returned to the 
I White House 
His wife dropped 
out of the round of dances and 
departed for bed three hours ear 
i lier. 
"It was a long and exciting 
I day," he said in summing up the 
epochal inauguration program as 
he climbed to the White House 
north portico with apparently as 
much vigor as he displayed at 
J the start of his 20-hour day. The 
night before, on inauguration eve. 
he did not get to bed until about 
4 a m. and was up again at 8 a rn.
